Complete Agreement Near 


W ashington, 
Dec.

“Big 
T hree" delegates of the arm s confer­ 
ence

tion of naval arm am ent, it was learned 
today. 
A re-alignm ent of the ratio of cap­ 
ital ships of the three powers after 
the H ughes program goes into effect 
So that Japan may keep the mighty 
Mutsu, is now under consideration. 
It is believed that a complete agree­ 
m ent on the naval question will be 
announced at a plenary session before 
the end of this week, one of tho Ameri­ 
can delegates said. 
It is understood already th at there 
is an understanding between the “Big 
T hree"—Hughes, Balfour and Kato 
for a settlem ent of the naval question, 
and in some authoritative q u arte rs it 
was predicted an agreem ent would b r 
definitely reached at another meeting 
of these three statesm en today. 
Thlg general understanding is be­ 
lieved to involve: 
1. 
A definite agreem ent am ong the 
three powers on the capital ship ra­ 
tio. 
2. 
A re-alignm ent of the capital 
ahips of the three pow ers pn the basis 
of this ratio so as to allow Japan to 
retain her newest superdreadnaught, 
if this can be done without endanger­ 
ing the Hughes plan. 
3. 
A modification of the ten year 
naval holiday of the Hughes propos­ 
als, which would m eet the contentions 
of Great Britain and others that some 
w arship construction m ust be carried 
on during this period so as to not dis­ 
rupt present facilities for building, but 
on the condition that this does not de­ 
feat the fundam ental principle of the 
H ughes program.
